In your July lU, I960 issue you stated that the cent 
and half cent were not authorized until 1792 and that 
the Washington cent of 1783 was the first to have 
"cent” in its name. The "cent” and ’’half cent” were 
adopted by resolution of Congress in 1786 as the 
copper coins to be coined at the U.S. Mint and the 
coins of Massachusetts in 1787 and 1 788 first used 
the word "cent" and "half cent" in compliance with 
that resolution. The 1783 Washington "cent" was 
first minted in the 19th century.

WAS THE FIRST AMERICAN NUMISflATIST FROM MASSACHUSETTS 


William Bentley, a clergyman, of Salem, Massachusetts, was 
possibly the earliest numismatist of this country. His diary 
which runs from 178? to 1820 and was published in 190$ by the 
Essex Institute has many remarks about the coins which he 
gathered. He describes in detail the coppers of Connecticut, 
the Nova Constellatio coinage, the Nova Eborac coppers, and 
the Vermont coppers. He was delighted to obtain a 7” x 9" 
piece of Swedish plate money of Charles XII weighing ii pounds. 
He was surprised to find a specimen of the l?8l Vermont paper 
money. He was impressed by a description he found of the 1776 
pewter dollar of the Continental Congress but did not obtain 
one . 


Most of the coins he gathered he turned over to Judge 
Winthrop of Cambridge. Imagine, however, how many choice coins 
he put back into circulation which would be major rarities 
today. The early issues of the U. S, Mint were just too modern 
for him to collect at that time.

Lear Mrs. Russell: 

As a suggestion for an editorial, I wish to 
mention the restriking of the Continental 
Dollar copies which are being advertised for 
sale in your paper and others. Some people think 
it should not be done. Other people feel that 
since the original was not an officially auth- 
orized coin that there is nothing wrong in copy- 
ing it. Others feel that if it has already 
been copied, as it has been, there is no 
reason not to continue that copying. 

If you will look in the advertisement of Harry 
Forman, in Numismatic News for November 6,1961 
you will see that he shows a picture of a genuine 
Continental Currency dollar rather than the copy 
which is shown in most of the ads of others. 

I think it is a very serious subject as to 
whether copies of coins normally collected should 
be made and sold even though they may not be 
technical violations of the counterfeiting law. 
This would open up a great part of the early 
American field and the token field to such 
copying.

You have asked me to submit two questions to Hiss 

Eve B. Adams, Director of the United States Mint. 

Accordingly, I am doing so. 

1. There is no comprehensive and accurate history 
of the United States Mint and its branches. An 
enormous quantity of information and other 
historical material covering the Philadelphia 
and the branch mints is available in the Rational 
Archives, in microfilmed newspapers, and in 
numismatic literature. The histories by Snowden 
in i860, Evans in 1885, and Stewart in 192li 
cover only part of the Hint*s activities and 
accomplishments. Is it possible for the Mint 
to employ qualified persons to do the approp- 
riate i^searoh and write an interesting history 
of itself? CS 


The cooperation of many numismatists interested in 
research would be available. A book of this nature 
would be a major contribution to knowledge about this 
important Governmental function. The history of your 
department would be of public Interest as well as to 
numismatics in general* 

2. Has the Hint, or any investigative department 

of the United States Government data arising from 
an Investigation with respect to the 1913 Liberty 
Head nickels and, if so, is it being withheld 
from public access? 

1 hope the foregoing questions are the type which 
Miss Adams desired*

Is l^at the newly produced 
Confederate Cents are copies* Whether those copies are made 
by eleotrotyping, sand casting, centrifugal casting, from 
newly cut dies, or dies made by hubbing, only affects the 
quality of the coins, not the fact that they are copies* k 
photograph is merely a two dimensional copy* Because the 
hubbing process is and has been used at the Mints and else- 
where to produce niltiple dies for normal production is irrele- 
vant* You night comment in your column on whether these copies 
are properly called restrikes under ^ie oiroumstanoes* 

It is not necessary for me to express an opinion as to the 
effect on nunieaatios of the modern produotion of copies of 
coins or the relative statue of some ooplee as compared to 
others* Thie is a matter which each person or organisation 
must deeide for itself unless already controlled by statute*

Thfire is no thrill like discovering an important unknovn 
American coin* That happened to me on one occasion only because 
through my research I thought that such a coin night exist and 
looked for it. The coin I speak of is the American -made 1776 George 
III halfpence which I wrote up in 1958 in an article entitled 
“A liecentiy Discovered Coin Solves a Vermont Numisraatic Enigma" 
in the American Ruraisaatlc Society’s Centennial Publication. To 
find a new die variety in any series is fortunate, but to find a 
new type is truly satisfying. I do not believe this early American 
coin has been located by anyone else as yet. 

It was not the possible value of the piece which pleases 
me - it was the excitement of discovery. It was in a group 
of coins an experienced Kew fork dealer had acquired. The group 
had been shown to many others who had bought items from it.

Several months later my opportunity to see them came. I had studied 
early American dies, punches, and coin striking techniques in great 
detail so that when I looked at the 1776 coin it was like walking 
up to a person and saying, "Excuse me, but I recognize you from 
your resemblance to other members of your family". In evaluating 
this fortunate coincidence I have only to thank my friends who 
have encouraged my numismatic studies by helping me locate back- 
ground material, by aiding in the development of my library, by 
answering ay inquiries, by lending me their coins for study, and 
by encouraging me. Among those friends is li. Wayne Johnson who 
is about to initiate for many of us a numismatic educational 
opportunity.
